Very scarce. The Battle of Blenheim had excited the at- 
tention of Europe to the Conquerors, and the opportunity must 


not be lost to celebrate the event in verse. Lord Treasurer 
Godolphin inquired anxiously for a poet, and Lord Halifax 
named Addison as the proper person. Mr. Treasurer Boyle, 
afterwards Lord Carletoii, was sent to proffer the request to 
the poet, who immediately undertook the duty. “The Cam- 
paign ” was written, and the successful bard became Commis- 
sioner of Appeals, and in 1706 Under Secretary of State. The 
aid of such a penman was not to be despised by any Ministry, 
however powerful. 

It is interesting to note that Addison composed this poem in 
his lodgings, “ up three pairs of stairs.*' The house no longer 
exists; but the tobacconists, Fribourg and Treyer, where he 
used to fill his snuff-box, still remains, and their quaint, bow- 
windowed shop stands unaltered to this day.

At Athelstansford he com- 
posed this poem, and about 1742 began to make arrangements 
for its publication. He sent the MS. to his acquaintance, Dr. 
Isaac Watts, who offered it “to two different London book- 
sellers, both of whom, however, declined to publish it, express- 
ing a doubt whether any person living three hundred miles 
from town could write so as to be acceptable to the fashionable 
and the polite.” The book was published and enjoyed an in- 
stant and signal success, but Blair was never tempted to re- 
peat the experiment which had been so happy. “ The Grave ” 
was the first and best of a whole series of mortuary poems.

THE PUBLISHED EDITION, OWING TO THE PERSONAL NATURE OF 
THE POEMS. 

To the first Edinburgh edition were added twenty-two poems 
not published in the Kilmarnock edition. This volume was 
either Burns ^s own copy, or he had sent it to a friend for whom 
he had written the full names of all the persons and places 
marked with asterisks. The additional stanza to the poem 
^^Tam Samson's Elegy" was not incorporated in any edition 
until many years after Burns's death. Tam Samson was a 
nursery gardener and seedsman in Kilmarnock and an ardent 
sportsman. He died the 12th of December, 1795, in his seventy- 
third year. The epitaph is engraved on his tombstone in the 
yard of the Laigh Kirk. 

It is a well-known fact that the first edition of Burns's 

poems" was published in Kilmarnock, 1786, by John Wilson. 
Gavin Hamilton, one of Burns 's warmest friends, suggested 
this publication in order that the poet might get money enough 
to emigrate to Jamaica. It is stated that 612 copies were 
printed, 350 being subscribed for in advance. On August 28th 
of the same year, all but thirteen copies had been sold. In 
October a new edition of 1,000 copies was suggested to the 
printer, but he refused to proceed unless the poet advanced £27. 
As Burns did not die until 1796, the income from the sale of 
the first Edinburgh and the first London editions must have 
been considerable, although the actual facts are wanting as to 
the sum realized.

“J.B." was James Bindley, the famous bibliophile, from 
whose sale it came, and whose book-plate appears on the cover. 
The inscriptions on the title are of great interest and impor- 
tance, as nearly all Burton's Library is deposited at Oxford, 
and, consequently, it is of very rare occurrence that any of his 
books appear on the market. The inscriptions are:-— “William 
Burton Lindhous Leicestrensis, 1593," “Gulielmus Burton " 
and “Robertas Burton, 1595, January 2 day, Friday. Rem 
carendo non fruendo cognoscimis. " In addition the text is 
interpolated with numerous manuscript notes in their hand- 
writing. 

The binding is a very rare specimen of the work of a con- 
temporary Cambridge binder, though, unfortunately, the design 
is not now very distinct. A description of another specimen 
by the same man (signed "N.G.”), in the South Kensington 
Museum is identical. It appears in the Catalogue of Book- 
bindings. No. 134: — “The frame formed by the repetition of a 
stamp in five compartments, four of which contain heraldic 
emblems: the Tudor rose, pomegranate, turrettd gateway with 
portcullis, and fleur-de-lys, each, ensigned with the royal crown; 
the fifth, the binder's trade-mark." The back of this speci- 
men, has, however, been re-covered with red leather, richly 
tooled, while the sides contain borders of the same colour, 
which dates, probably, from the seventeenth century.

“ At morn, at noon, at twilight^ dim 
Maria that hast heard my Hymn.” 

The first stanza of the “Hymn” which appears in the 

MANUSCRIPT IS OMITTED IN THE PUBLISHED VERSION. It reads: 

“ Sancta Maria; turn thy eyes 
Upon the sinner’s sacrifice 
Of fervent prayer, and humble love 
From thy holy throne above.” 

Apart from this MOST important feature, there are a 
LARGE number OF WORDS, EVEN WHOLE SENTENCES, THAT 
APPEAR IN THIS ORIGINAL DRAFT, THAT POE EVIDENTLY DECIDED

(1) The quotation in Greek character (from Plato) in the 
manuscript is without accents ; in the printed version all are 
inserted.

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of love or breathed of passion the printed version reads . . . 
“ and I never spoke of passion nor thought of love." 

(5) Line 8 of the manuscript reads . . . “ Rare and rich 
volumes were opened for my wit," etc. This sentence is 

OMITTED ENTIRELY IN THE PRINTED VERSION. 

The history of the manuscript is that in 1832 Poe was living 
in Baltimore in dire straits. He had a friendly sympathizer 
in the person of the late Mrs. Sarah P. Simmons, who on many 
occasions rendered him financial and other help. Poe wished 
to repay her in some way for her many kindnesses, and pre- 
sented HER WITH the MANUSCRIPT HERE OFFERED FOR SALE. 
During her lifetime it was her most precious treasure ; 
AT her death it PASSED INTO THE HANDS OF HER DAUGHTER, 
WHO DIED IN 1904, LEAVING IT TO HER PHYSICIAN, ITS PRESENT 
OWNER.

It is impossible in the space of this catalogue description to 
quote the manuscript in full. but we give the following extracts, 
which show its intensely interesting character. The title is 
written as above, after which the writer says: 

‘ ‘This, if not an established certainty, seems to be an opinion 
so well founded that it is allowed to pass for one of the facts 
in physics: . . . Although at the surface the temperature of 
the earth is solely dependent upon the radiating power of 
the sun, yet it is found that it contains within itself a source 
of heat which, in ages excessively remote, must have retained 
the general mass of all constituents of the mineral globe in 
igneous liquefaction. . . . Now granting it to be according to a 
predetermined law of nature, that a ball of fire of the dimen- 
sions indicated all at once starts whirling in its orbit, and 
questioning not at all the legitimacy of the agents which are 
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to bring about the cooling, what is going to be the result of the 
matter? ... An afterward Ho w is coming to pass that event 
in expectation of which the whole world is waiting, the con- 
flagration spoken of in Scripture? To be sure, it is in the power 
of Him that has created the Universe to call into existence 
means sufficient for this end, means which shall be expressly 
for the accomplishment of it. It is possible for Him to so to 
order things rather so to break up the order of things, that the 
‘ fiery overthrow ' shall come tlirough the instrumentality of 
electricity, or through that of a comet placed in ambush upon 
the path of the unwary earth to rob her of her nitrogen,” etc.

Thackeray’s identified contributions are in No. 2, “ Letters to 
the Editor ” (from Dorothea Ramsbottom, in the same num- 
ber, a Parody upon Haynes Bauley’s “ I’d be a tad-pole born in a 
puddle ”). This is signed with his Greek theta. Mr. Johnson 
says that they “are the only papers which can with certainty 
be attributed to Thackeray ” ; but the reader acquainted with 
the earlier effusions will pause long before the other papers and 
have them still in doubt. 

The above is in a fine state of preservation, and enclosed in a 
full brown levant slip case. 

The only other copy in the original parts, apparently, that has 
ever turned up for sale was offered in New York City by a 
bookseller (and which included The Snob and The Gownsman), 
priced at $1,750, and sold to a collector some four years ago.

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Thomas (probably another of his sons) is precisely in the 
Glumpus vein :

W, Dished. 

T. Then thanks to fate 

You've served them as I wish. ”
